Locked helplessly in the polar ice 
so isolated from civilization th at no 
help can reach them, the Maud and 
her crew, comprising the Amundsen 
arctic drift expedition that left here 
June 28, 1922, are facing their sec­ 
ond Christm as beneath the starless 
heaven 
of 
the 
ten-day arctic mid­ 
night, the blackest period of the four- 
month polar darkness. 
The hardy crew, as, adventurous c 
band of argonauts as ever lived, i1
